rainy day comes, ‘as it is bound to éome 
soon or late, we may be able to face it, 
with equanimity.” -To these remarks I 
would add, on behalf of my colleague Mr 
Kotewall and myself, that while we do 
not grudge the necessary expenditure -for 
the development of the Colony and the. 
protection’ of life and property, strict 
economy should be exercised by the Gov- 
ernment in all directions, be the expendi- 
ture’ large or small, When the' revenue 
is expanding rapidly, os’ has been. the. 
case during the last several years, when 
a great programme of public work is: being
